of Red Lake, but the action of the 
Indian bureau at Washington will 
tend to smooth matters over. 
A few days ago A. L. Kaiser, of 
the Bank of Foston, and T. Burke, 
of the Solway Mercantile company 
arrived from the Red Lake agency 
with dispatches from Agent Mercer 
to the Indian Commissioner at Wash­ 
ington. 
The Indians refuse to accept the 
annuity payment unless the amount 
of money due from logging opera­ 
tions last winter was also paid at 
this time, as it was claimed it was 
promised them by the department. 
The excitement at the agency was 
intense, horses and rider» were in 
readiness there and a relay was sent 
to Oearwatar lake to carry the ans 
wen to Captain Mercer » messages 
as soon as received. 
The Indian bureau at Waahiogton 
yesterday, however, received a dis­ 
patch to the effect that the Indian» 
at Red Lake had been very fretty 
because they have not received the 
money for logs cut 
Upon the re­ 
ceipt of this information the com­ 
missioner had the matter taken out 
of the regular routine of business 
and a warrant for $13,700 was for­ 
warded to Captain Mercer. The In­ 
dians will receive their money im­ 
mediately after the receipt of the 
warrant.
